HAN ROW, Oct. 13.—The Chinese 

troops today followed up their great 
victory at Teian, 130 miles south- 
east of Hankow, with another im- 
portant defeat of the Japanese in 
the same sector. 
_ Mahuling, on the Kiukiang-Nan- 
chang railway 24 miles south of 
Kiukiang, on the southern shore of 
the Yangtze River, was retaken by 
the Chinese in a sleshing counter- 
offensive. 

The two victories west of Lake 
Poyang have smashed the Japanese 
drive south and eastwards to out- 
flank Hankow by cutting the Can- 
ton-Hankow railway. 

Meanwhile the Chinese partisan 
movement in North China led by 
the Eighth Peoples Revolutionary 
Army recorded new successes. 

Eighth Army headquarters in 
Hanko announced that a Chinese 
detachment had trapped a Japa- 
nese column of 500 cavalrymen, 250 
infantry and 400 motor trucks and 
wagons on Monday. 

After a three hour's battle, the 
Chinese had taken 300 prisoners, 
had killed the rest of the invading 
unit, and captured 300 rifles, 15 
machine guns and mote than 200 
horses and mules as well as other 
trophies.

Wives of carpenters whom union
